On September 8, 2006, I filed an Amendment to respond to an 
Office Action dated 05/09/2006 with a month's extension fee of 
$60.00. The deadline for responding without an extension fee was 
August 9, 2006. I filed the Amendment after numerous 
communications with the inventor, Edmundo Simental Rodriguez on 
the deadline to respond to the Office Action. When I did not 
receive the materials I needed in time for me to respond on or

I sent the Applicant an email on Oct. 12, 2006 that I will 
withdraw as Attorney of Record for this Application and also 
called Mr. Garibay about this if I did not hear any word from 
them by October 20, 2006. Mr. Garibay informed me that he also 
communicated my message to Mr. Simental. A copy of the few 
emails relating to this are attached. 

Due to the experienced difficulty in communicating and 
getting the requested information and drawings from the Applicant 
despite an English speaking relative, Mr. Garibay , assisting me 
in communicating with them and also now believing that the non- 
payment of fees are intentional, Attorney respectfully request 
the Office to accept the petition and notify me and Mr. Simental 
Rodriguez of your decision. There are no office action pending 
with this application .
